REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: According to the 
decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Inteferences on 19 November 2009, the 
Board sided with Applicants' arguments and stated "data alignment are always performed on 
bytes and similarly performed on half words, words, double words, or extended words... Similarly 
sign extension is performed on accessed data regardless of whether the data are bytes, half 
words, words, or double words (BPAI Decision page 5, paragraph 2, lines 6-10)." In essence, 
the Board has determined that all data fetched is unaligned and must be aligned and sign 
extended or, regardless of whether or not the data fetched is already ahgned or sign extended, the 
data alignment and sign extension operations will always be performed on the data. As such, the 
Board has deemed the rejection improper and reversed the Examiner. Consequently, the 
rejection is withdrawn and the application is in condition for allowance.
